BY SOUTHERNERS 


Two Hunted at the Stake for 
Death of School Girl. 
Hunt Another. 


BRUTAL KILLING RELATED 


Beheaded Young Girl. Mob Tears Fin* 


gers from Guilty Man and Cuts off 


his Ears. 


(By Telegraph) 
Memphis, May 22— Eli Pearson, 
a 
negro who confessed to the killing of 
Antoinette Rappal, a school girl, w as 
burned a t the stake here this morn­ 
ing by a mob of 
5000 
armed men. 
Shortly afterw ard one of two negroes 
that he had implicated, a deaf and 
dumb man, met a similar fate,. 
Thu 
mob is still searching for the third. 
Pearson wa# burned at the side of 
a lonely road where he had cut off tho 
head of his victim. 
Hundreds of residents of this city, 
hearing that the mob had captured 
Pearson and th at they were about to 
put him to death rushed to the scene 
to witness the lynching. With their 
automobiles 
they 
formed 
a 
great 
circle and in the center of this tho 
man was tied to the tree and brush 
heaped high about. him. 
As lie stood there tied to the treo 
he told that he had killed the girl by 
cutting off her head and told of tho 
part the other two men had in 
the 
crime. 
Before Pearson was put to death 
both his ears were cut off 
and 
his 
fingers were torn from their sockets. 
Some one proposed shooting the m an 
before burning the body, but a woman 
relative 
of 
the slain 
girl emerged 
from the crowd screaming: 
“ No, No. Let him suffer ten million 
tortures for the poor 
girl’s 
death,’* 
and the crowd cheered her. 
None of the lynchers were masked 
and many of them 
were men widely 
in 
tho 
community. 
Hundreds 
of 
women 
were in the crowd 
including 
the mother of the girl who \H s killed. 
As the flames crept up about the man 
and finally burst into a great fire the 
women chanted “John Brown’s Body”, 
and 
after the death of the man 
and 
the 
flames 
had died down 
a 
huge 
placard was 
nailed on the tree 
say­ 
ing: 
“ We have 
avenged the death of a 
red blooded girl of the South.'* 
Immediately 
upon 
the death 
of 
I carson a negro 
chauffeur, Bort In­ 
gram, tore un American flag from a 
motor 
ear and, tearing 
it to shreds 
shouted, 
“Come 
on, 
boys, 
we’re 
through. 
Let’s join the Germans”. 
He wus quickly 
seized by a dozen 
men and would have been lynched but 
officers 
intervened and turned 
him 
over to the Federal authorities. 
Pearson, the man 
who killed 
the 
girl, was taken from a train last night 
near Pott’s Camp 
in spite of the ef* 
forts 
of deputies 
to 
protect 
him. 
Seventy five men surrounded the train 
anil 
forced 
the officers 
to give 
up 
their prisoner. 
To-day’s 
lynching is regarded 
as 
one of the most brutal in the history 
of the Smith.

mind. 


In the first place the people of F!ng- 
land have no particular 
fault to find 
with 
their King. 
References 
to his 
German blood are commonplace, but 
this 
is regarded 
as his 
misfortune 
rather 
than 
his fault and there 
is 
none to say he 
has not played up to 
his part as an Englishman. 
Any dissatisfaction 
that may have 
been felt 
at any time with 
the man­ 
agement of England’s part in the war 
was 
not directed against 
the King. 
Incidentally, it would 
be bani to find 
any dissatisfaction on that score since 
the new advance on the west front has 
begun. 
It is the 
same with 
social unrest. 
Sufferers from economic conditions— 
vrr-mado 
or otherwise— do 
not lay 
the blame at the door of the Bucking­ 
ham 
Palace 
The expense 
of main­ 
taining tin* Fmglish throne lays littl** 
burden on 
the people. 
Whereas con­ 
fiscating the Tzar's lands meant add­ 
ing an estate as large as all Germani­ 
um! almost as rich in resources to the 
public wealth, 
such a confiscation in 
Great Bntian would make only an im­ 
perceptible increase. 
For years it has 
been a boast in England that royalty 
is supported 
here 
at 
less expense 
than in any other important country. 
Persistent inquiry 
reveals that th** 
labor forces 
of this country 
have no 
thought of anti-monarchial 
outbreak, 
political or otherwise. 
Labor leaders 
have their 
minds focused on 
indus­

They will tell you that if uny body
